SHALL SUBMARINES BE LIMITED? 
There is a good deal of sympathy in 
this country with the British view that 
the submarine should be eliminated or 
greatly restricted. 
It 
is 
not— or at 
least it should not be— based wholly 
on sentimental grounds, though the 
peculiar horror attaching to subma­ 
rine warfare does enter into it. There 
wpuld seem to be other reasons of a 


n iore practical sort which commend 
tl|e proposal. 
# * 
It has been said 
that this country 
wiuiíd not view favorably a suggestion 
that the submarine 
be 
abolished or 
limited because the submarine is of 
gteat value as a part of the American 
coast defense. 
This argument is not 
impressive. 
There can hardly be very 
many people 
who 
seriously believe 
that the continental United States is 
exposed to invasion or conquest by a 
foreign foe. 
It is conceivable that a 
foreign power might 
raid 
American 
coll ly means of aircraft, but that is 
.

the other hand, no matter wh it 
mm< nts regarding the F ar East 
are made at the conference, it is easily

In such a case, it 
might become 
necessary 
to 
protect 
those interests (and 
they 
might be 
very vital interests) by an exertion of 
sea power. 
The most effective w ea­ 
pon of the F ar Eastern nation with 
which we should then have to deal 
would be the submarine. 
It could by 
means of submarines render the F ar 
Eastern seas very dangerous for fleets 
sent into them trom bases thousands 
of miles distant, 
and 
it 
might by 
means of its submarines close those 
seas altogether against 
western sea 
power so that 
the Western 
nations 
would be powerless to prevent this F a r ¡ 
Eastern nation from carrying out any 
designs w’hich it might entertain on 
the Asiatic continent. 
This is one argument for restriction 
of submarines. 
Another 
is found in j 
recent history. 
It Germany had pos- 
sessed a great fleet of submarines at 
the outset, she would have won the 
war w ithout great difficulty. Germany 
| 
was a great land pow’er and if she had ¡ 
been also a great sea power, as she , 
would have been if she had possessed ; 
at the beginning a large U-boat fleet, j 


v i c t o r y would have been hers. 
As it 
was, she nearly w*on by building a 
U-boat fleet late in the game. 
Now 
the menace of the submarine lies in 
the fact that it enables a great land 
power to become quickly and at com­ 
paratively small expense a great sea 
power also. 
The W ash in gt on confer- | 
ence cannot put an end to the exist­ 
ence of great land powers. 
France 
will continue to be a great land power 
and so will Russia and so will Ger­ 
many— for land 
power is expressed 
not only in terms of bayonets and field 
guns but also in terms of chemical fac­ 
tories. If there is no restriction of sub­ 
marines any of these great land pow- 


A GLANCE AHEAD. 
It is expected that the Arms Confer­ 
ence will last for months. This means, 
of course, th at many things may hap­ 
pen in the world before it is over; and 
some of them may be things of the 
greatest consequence. 
For 
instance, 
the Irish parley will have ended one 
j way or the other; the Indian revolt, 
| now going on below the surface in the 
form of the “ non-cooperation” move­ 
ment headed by Gandhi, will probably 
have died out or else burst into the 
fiercer flame of open resistance; and a 
notable change 
will 
probably have 
come about in Russia. 
How will these events affect the 
conference, its aims, its achievements? 
Nobody 
can 
say, 
because 
nobody 
knows what form 
these 
events will 
take— whether they will bring an end 
to the Irish war or a renewal of it, 
whether they will bring peace in India 
or a rebellion in India, whether they 
w’ill bring a new regime in Russia or 
simply a further modification of the 
present regime, or whether the new 
regime, if one is set up, will be a de­ 
mocracy or a restoration of the mon­ 
archy. 
W e cannot read the future. 
But it 
requires no prophetic vision to realize 
that the future— that part of it which 
*will come before 
the 
conference is 
over— probably has some exceedingly 
interesting 
events 
in store 
for 
us, 
apart from the conference and widely 
separated from it, yet inevitably hav­ 
ing an important bearing upon it.
